The resignation of 
Secretary of the Army Rovall has 
been expected for some time. 
No Announcement Vet 
Mr. Truman said, however, that 
he is not yet ready to announce 
which jobs will be involved in the 
shakeup or to name the new occu­ 
pants of the positions. 
Diplomatic jobs mentioned 
at 
the news conference included the 
p o ssib ility of a change for Jeffer­ 
son Cafierty. United States ambas­ 
sador to France, and the appoint­ 
ment of a new American ambassa­ 
dor to Russia replacing Gen. Wal­ 
ter Bedell Smith, who has returned

Western delegates agreed today 
that Gromyko’s one-hour harangue 
yesterday added nothing of dra­ 
matic import to notes of protest 
which the Soviet sent to the signa­ 
tory government''.

There is no intention on the part 
of Russia to "walk out" of the 
United Nations.

“To say that it is aimed against

NUERNBERG, April 14—(INS) 
— Nineteen former high Nazi of­ 
ficials were sentenced to prison 
terms ranging from 25 years to 
less than four years by a U.S. mili­ 
tary tribunal at Nuernberg today. 
The sentences, meted out by two 
judges over the vigorous opposi­ 
tion of the third, brought to a 
climactic end the 16-months “lit­ 
tle Nuernberg trial'' of secondary 
figures of the wartime Nazi re­ 
gime. 
The heaviest sentence of 25 years 
went to Gen. Gottlob Berger, SS 
official and chief for prisoner of 
war affairs. He was convicted of 
participation in the extermination 
of six million jew's, and aiding 
slave labor.

without major structural damage 
Cracks appeared in the walls 
of buildings in Seattle. Bremerton 
and other ciUes but major dam­ 
age u'as confined to the exteriors. 
In Tacoma, the walls of the 14- 
story Washington building and 12- 
story Rust building were cracked 
by the shock. 
And in downtown Olympia, the 
Washington capital, State build­ 
ings were ordered closed pending 
a survey by an architect. 
Washington’s new seveo-milbon 
dollar capital sustained no serious 
structural damage. 
The old capi- 
tol building, however, was hard hit 
but State officials said it can be 
reconstructed. 
Portland Escaped 
Portland appeared to have es­ 
caped serious damage. 
Electrical 
power 
lines 
broke 
down over a wide area with the 
first impact of the shock but were 
quickly restored to service. 
The first known fatality of the 
quake w'as an 11-year old Tacoma 
boy who was crushed to death un­ 
der tons of falling brick when a 
schooihouse roof collapsed. 
A high school boy and two older 
men also were killed by falling 
bricks and four elderly persons 
died of heart attacks which physi­ 
cians said were induced by the 
severe earthquake. 
One end of a railroad bridge 
near Castle Rock Wash., dropped 
about a foot and rail traffic was 
tied up for two hours while w'ork 
crews made repairs.

Don’t look for any developments in the immediate 
future of a Pacific or eastern Mediterranean defense pact, 
paralleling the North Atlantic Alliance. 
The Mediterranean plan is a long way off and neb­ 
ulous. At present tin* Russians seem to be stopped at the 
Dardanelles, thus closing the Middle East to them. 
The United States certainly will not head any plan 
for a Pacific alliance. 
This pact, however, is likely to 
have its beginning in London in late April when the mem­ 
bers of the British Commonwealth meet. 
They are expected to discuss an alliance among; 
Britain, South Africa, New Zealand and Australia. They 
also will consider some arrangement for the participation 
ot India, Pakistan and Ceylon. 
Only after this Commonwealth arrangement will thoi 
United States and Canada— both with great interests in| 
the Pacific—consider the possibility of an alliance alongj 
the lines of the North Atlantic Pact. 
Further, United States assistance will not be furnished 
until it has become a member. 
It is to be remembered that the Atlantic Alliance was! 
born similarly in the Brussels Pact, which brought to­ 
gether Britain, France, Belgium, The Netherlands and 
Luxembourg. Only when the “ "Western Union’’ was a go 
ing concern did the United States come in.

"To this end, information agen­ 
cies and correspondents b e n e fi­ 
ting by this convention shall be 
required to accept, distribute and 
publish any corrections requested 
by the governm ent concerned.” 
The almost unbelievable latitude 
thus given to an- government cen­ 
sor thus becom es as obvious as 
anything can be. It means that 
foreign governm ents would have 
the power to order American Press 
Agencies, newspapers, radio sta­ 
tions and all other free organs of 
information to dis em ínate any sort 
of 
material 
that 
incumbent

ficials might desire.

proposal, 
the 
United Stales went on record in 
favor of official corrections where 
false or distorted stories that might 
harm international relations were 
concerned. 
But the m atter was left to in­ 
dividual and collective discretion

Now the new amendments 
would leave correspondents liable 
to expulsion on almost the slightest 
provocation.

issue— snowed 
under as it may have been by other

Cannon 10TMo., declared on Wed­ 
nesday that thft next war must be 
won “within three weeks" by land- 
based 
planes “pulverizing every 
military tenter in Russia" with the 
atomic bomb. 
The high ranking congressman 
told the House that the role of the 
United States will be to provide 
airpower 
in any future 
contlict 
while allies of the Atlantic Pact 
will provj^e the troops. 
The chairman of the House Ap­ 
propriations 
committee 
warned 
that unless this is done. Russia 
would overrun the European con­ 
tinent "in 60 days” and the war 
would be lost. 
House Fight On Funds 
Cannon’s warning came as the 
House headed into a heated fight 
over the 16 billion dollar appro­ 
priation bill for the Army, Navy 
and Air Force for the 1950 fiscal 
year beginning July i. 
Cannon took the floor in opposi­ 
tion to a move to give the Navy 
an additional 300 million dollars 
for its aviation program. 
The congressman said 
“The army 
can't 
deliver 
the 
atomic bomb on 
Moscow. 
The 
navy can't deliver the atomic bomb 
on Moscow. 
It must be delivered 
by long-range bombers operating 
from land bases." 
He contended that naval planes 
from aircraft carriers have an ef­ 
fectual range of only 500 miles 
and the ships sent to the Mediter­ 
ranean or the Baltic sea would be 
"sitting ducks” for Russian planes. 
Cannon asserted that the 189 
million dollar super-aircraft car­ 
rier being built by the navy could 
be sunk in three days. 
In advocating that the air force 
be given priority for funds to ex- ' 
pand. Cannon said: 
Pact Provides Bases 
"With the signing of the Allan-; 
tic Pact, we have the bases to win 
the next war. 
All we need now' 
are the planes. The next war must , 
be won by control of the air. That 
control can be won by land based 
planes 
He predicted the role of the 
navy in the next war will be to 
protect 
lines of communication 
and said those advocationg the; 
navy as a striking force 
were 
comparable to the French who be- i 
lieved in the Maginot Line 
Cannon said that by the use of 
bombers America would not be 
required to send troops abioad in 
any future war. He asserted: 
No Americans To Fight 
"In the next war as is in the 
last, let us equip soldiers of other 
nations so we won't have to send 
our own boys. Let us send th e' 
planes to blast the enemy’s in- j 
stallations 
and 
communications ! 
and and let our allies send their 
troops to hold the gains achieved j 
by our planes. 
His statement came in debate ■ 
as Rep, Sheppard <D) Calif., a 
member of Cannon’s committee, j 
predicted a “knock-down and drag 
out fight’’ over an amendment 
to add 300 million dollars to the 
post-war budget. This would be 
for more navy planes to help bal­ 
ance the 851 million dollars voted 
for a 70-group air force.

western Wyoming for homestead 
settlem ent by veterans 
The land, located in the Heart 
Mountain division of the Reclama­ 
tion bureau’s Shoshone project, is 
divided into 104 farm units, aver­ 
aging about 130 acres each. 
It is the third section of land 
to be offered in the Shoshone proj­ 
ect since V-J Day. One hundred 
of the new units are located near 
Ralston and the remaining four 
are three miles north of Cody. 
Veterans who apply for land 
must have $3.000 in cash or useful 
assets and two years of full-time 
farming experience or the equiva­ 
lent. 
Krug said that an additional 50 
farm 
units, 
totaling more than 
6.000 acres, will be opened in the 
early spring near Riverton in cen­ 
tral Wyoming. More units in that 
area 
are scheduled for opening 
during the next three years.

At those parties 
I saw amputees— so sunk in des­ 
pair the hospital had been able to 
rouse their interest in nothing— 
suddenly take on new life when 
they saw men even more handi­ 
capped than themselves dancing, 
even jitterhugging. 
Evalyn took a special interest 
in the blind. At staggering cost, 
she brought the best eye men in 
the nation to her home from time 
to time to examine blinded sol- 
| diers. always hoping that some 
miracle would restore their sight. 
Evalyn wore the Hope Diamond 
day and night. I never saw her 
I without it, and I kneu her over 
a long period of years. Perhaps 
j she took it off when >he went to 
bed, but I can’t be sure, But cer­ 
tain it is that she wore it to all the 
veterans’ parties and that the men 
were fascinated by it. 
She would take it off and hand 
It to the nearest man who wanted 
a close-up look at it.

rency smugglers realized two mil­ 
lion dollars in nine months of oper­ 
ation.
